Between the boundaries of Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
on the east; and Kingsgate, British Columbia, on the 
west, which is the Trans-continental Highway—Red 
Route—Coutts, Alberta; and New'gate, British Colum¬ 
bia, on the south; and Banff, Alberta, on the north, 
there lies what is probably the most scenic section of 
the American continent available to the motorist. "THE 
HEART OF THE CANADIAN ROCKIES." 

No verbal description of this vast scenic wonder¬ 
land could describe it adequately, but the illustrations 
in this booklet will help you to visualize something 
of whai it is like. These pictures have nearly all been 
taken from viewpoints along the highways, and from 
them you will gather a general impression of this sec¬ 
tion of Canada which is calling to you to come and 
visit it during your summer vacation. 


All the roads are really excellent, especially those 
in the mountains, which are all hard-surfaced. Those 
on the prairie which are not hard-surfaced now, will 
be during this year (1924). 

There are direct highway connections with the prin¬ 
cipal highways of the United States at Coutts and 
Twin Lakes in Alberta, and Newgate and Kingsgate 
in British Columbia. Tourists crossing the Inter¬ 
national border will prevent annoying delays if they 
prepare before reaching the border, a list containing 
the following particulars: 

Make of car; 

Manufacturer’s serial number of car; 

Number of engine and the number of cylinders; 

License number; 

Numbers on each of the tires and the makers’ 
name. The tires should all be on the rims so that the 
numbers appear on the outside; 

A list of all the accessories which are not standard 
equipment. 

Foreign tourists are allowed a free touring permit 
for thirty days. Those desiring to stay longer must 
put up a bonrl for the amount of the estimated duty 
value of the car, if of foreign make. Bonds should be 
arranged for before reaching the border, or cash will 
have to be deposited. These regulations are the same 
as have to be observed by Canadian tourists crossing 
into the United States. 


There are great areas available for settlement in 
the rich irrigated and dry farming sections, and splen¬ 
did opportunities for profitable investment in the min¬ 
ing sections, and cheap hydro-electric power offers 
much inducement for industrial expansion. 


There is the best of big game hunting, trout and 
salmon fishing, boating, swimming in many lakes and 
hot springs, golfing on 14 links and mountain climbing. 

There are comfortable and up-to-date camping 
grounds in each of our towns and many along the 
highways. A list of these and the golf links appears 
elsewhere. 

Good hotels and good garages in all the principal 
towns assure you of comforts and good service. 



The completion last year of the Banff-Windermere 
Road gives a western access to Banff through the 
central range of the Rockies, and now affords a com¬ 
plete circle tour of close to 600 miles of a continuous 
drive without having to retrace any part of it. This 
is called "The Circle Tour of the Canadian Rockies.” 
Throughout its entire distance the snow-clad Rockies 
are never out of sight, and for nearly 500 miles of it, 
the road is right in the heart of the mountains, run¬ 
ning alongside rivers and lakes, climbing to dizzy 
heights along the mountain sides and crossing three 
summits, one of them over a mile high. The grades are 
easy, and with the exception of two of them, th£ aver¬ 
age car can make this entire tour on high gear, but if 
the tour is commenced at Macleod and you go from 
there north to Calgary and Banff, then south to Cran- 
brook and back through the Crow’s Nest Pass to Mac¬ 
leod, the entire distance can be made in high gear, as 
every one of the worst grades will be descents if that 
direction is followed. 

Waterton Lakes Park, which is one of Canada’s most 
beautiful National parks, lies 34 miles to the south of 
Pincher Creek. This park should be visited by all 
who wish to see one of the grandest panoramas of 
lake and mountain scenery in America. It can be taken 
in as a loop of the Circle Tour by starting at Leth¬ 
bridge and going through Cardston to the Park and 
return by the way of Pincher Creek to Macleod, or 
vice versa. There is also a direct road to it from 
Macleod through Glenwoodville. 

The Banff-Windermere Road forms part of a high¬ 
way connecting ten National parks. Seven of these 
are in the United States and three in Canada. These 
three are in this section and are Waterton Lakes Park. 
Rocky Mountain National Park, and Kootenay National 
Park. This highway is called "The Grand Circle 
Tour" or "Blue Trail.” It is a round trip from Los 
Angeles in California, up the Pacific Coast to Portland, 
thence to Spokane, Cranbrook, Banff, Macleod and back 
to Los Angeles along the eastern slope of the Conti¬ 
nental Divide via Salt Lake City. A distance of 4,300 
miles. 

The Trans-continental Highway (Red Route) from 
Medicine Hat runs direct west through ^ethbridge, 
Macleod, Blairmore, Coleman, Fernie and Cranbrook to 
Kuskanook, connecting with the passenger boat for 
Nelson. The tariff for cars varies from $5.00 to $7.50 
according to weight; passengers, $2.15 each. From 
Nelson it runs direct through Trail, Grand Forks, 
Osoyoos and Keremeos to Princeton. Cars have to be 
shipped by freight from here to Hope which costs 
$22.50, and from Hope it runs direct to Vancouver. 

This Association is controlled by the Boards of 
Trade of Cranbrook and Fernie in British Columbia;
